FIDE DESTROYED WEST - 
V M M CAPITOL 


Charleston, W. Va., Jan. 4.—The 
capitol building of West 
Virginia 
was destroyed by fire yesterday. 
One laborer was killed and a fire­ 
man injured seriously and several 
other fire fighters hurt when a sec­ 
tion of roof, under which they were 
standing caved in. 
The spectacular nature 
of the 
fire was enhanced when much am­ 
munition. stored on the third floor 
of the building exploded. 
Within four hours after the fire' 
was discovered the (capitol building, 
containing the governor’s office, 
state department 
and “priceless 
records,” was nothing but a mass 
of smoking ruins. 
State officials made no attempt 
to estimate the loss but they said 
that the records destroyed, upon 
which no insurance was 
carried, 
could not be replaced and that it 
was impossible to estimate their 
value. 
Some state records were saved 
by clerks, officials 
and firemen, 
who carried them from the burning 
building. 
The capitol building erected in 
1881 at a cost of more than $4Q0,- 
000 is believed to have heen the 
only brick capitol in 
the 
United 
States. State officials today said 
that the.building was valued at ap­ 
proximately $1,250,000.

I be asked by Jewell Mayes, secre­ 
ta ry of the board in his proposals 
J for tho next legislature. Although 
i tho immigration buroau Was estab­ 
lished by statute, it has not been 
in operation for several years, Mr. 
Mayes said, and the work has been 
done through his office. 
Scores of letters are received by 
Mr. Mayes I rom homeseekers who 
are interested in farming and stock 
production 
iii 
Missouri. 
The re- 
nupsts for Information come from 
Colorado, Minnesota. Indiana, Tex­ 
as, Nebraska, 
Illinois and other 
slates in the west and middle west, 
he said. 
Some of the typical requests, as 
quoted by Mr. Mayes, follow: 
“As I wish lo settle somewhere in 
the Ozarks, please send me a map 
and literature as well as some in­ 
formation about 
the 
climate of 
that part of the slate. 
I wish to 
raise fruit, cattle and grain.” 
*T wish you to direct me to some 
agency I may begin my search fof 
a suitable farm; also if you have 
any descriptive matter of your 
state, especially of that region iii 
which the Ozark mountains are lo­ 
cated I would be glad to have it.” 
“Can you give me any informa­ 
tion about Webster county, Missou­ 
ri, in regard to farm land? Would 
like to locate in that county.” 
“Will you please inform me as to 
what part of southern Missouri is 
adaptable to the raising of cattle 
for beef?” 
Such requests as the foregoing 
should be cared for by the immi­ 
gration bureau, 
Mr. 
Mayes said. 
The board of agriculture, however, 
answers every request, the usual 
letter reading as follows: 
“There 
is 
no ‘government’ or 
school land for entry or homestead­ 
ing. However, there are millions of 
acres of cheap land, some of which 
is available in every Ozark county. 
“This board is in charge of the 
correspondence of the ‘now deceas­ 
ed’ state bureau of immigration. 
“Missouri is the ‘first state’ in 
poultry, saddle horses, profitable 
pure bred cattle 
and 
diversified 
farming.” 
One farmer at Rombauer wrote a 
letter which Mr. Mayes said was 
“a sample of the need of a well 
financed statebureau of immigra­ 
tion,” the letter said: 
“There is is room in the inter-riv- 
. # 
er drainage district for thousands 
of families. The north end of the 
district is now ready to farm. This 
is my fourth year here and I know 
the conditions are right for success­ 
ful farming. 
Raw land is selling 
around $30 per acre. We need ten 
families where is one now’.'’

Governor-elect Arthur 
JVI. Hyde that he is very much intel*;

Jackson, 
commissioner appointed 
by the supreme court to 
hear the 
evidence in - the case. 
“It was 
agreed that Barnett and his wife 
be permitted to go on a honeymoon 
of a month, 
they still maintain they are satis­ 
fied, so after conference -with all 
i puarties concerned, it was agreed 
to recommend to the supreme court 
that the. case be dropped.” 
The supreme court acted in 
ac­
